At Camp Douglas. 

In spite of the absence of the secesh from 
Camp Douglas, the camp wears a lively as- 
pect. The barracks, which were lefi in a most 
filthy condition by the dirty rebels, are being 
thoroughly renovated. All of the bunks, for- 
merly occupied by the chivalry, have been 
torn out ard new ones constructed. No white 


occupy one of them, in such a condition were 
they left. It le no wonder they died 80 rap- 
idly. It is only a wonder that the whole eight 


thousand of the filthy hogs did not go home 


in pine.bexes instead of on their feet. The 
walls of the barracks have also been white- 
washed and cleaned, so that they will be vir- 
tually equivalent to new ones, when fiaished, 
There are, at present, in the various camps, six 
regiments of infantry and three batteries 
Thirty dve hundred of these troops ‘are 
already in barracks, and the rest will go in as 
soon a4 they are ip readiness to receive them. 
It is not probable that any of these regiments 
will depart immediately, as Gov. Yates has de- 
cided pot to allow any more regiments to 
leave until they are armed and equipped in s 
proper manner. Whi'e every other State has 
ter t its regiments away completely prepared, 
ours, in every instance, have camp 
without arms, equipments, sometimes without 
uniforms, and always without drill in the 
mat ual of arme. We are glad that the Gov- 
erpor bas decided upon this course, and hope 
he will pursue it ip every instance. 

The :egiments et the camps are rapidly 
Ameg up. The Wid regiment nuubers 900 
men and another company will arrive within 
afew days. Six companies of this regiment 
were recruited in Bureau county, two in Ste- 
phepson county, and one io W aiteside county.
